The opposing section was lead bj- Chani- 
borlain, who used the iitniost power.s, 
both of invictioii and intrigue, to 
defeat Lord Spencer's policy as ho 
had previously defeated that of 
Forster's. The cabinet fell in 
.June and in tho following July a public 
dinner was given to .Spencer at West- 
minster palace hall by political frieiid.s 
who had admired his Iri.sb admini.-itrntioii. 
Chamberlain ii.sed all his personal iiithi- 
once to prevent lii.s friends attending this 
dinner, not on the ground of any ill-wUl 
to Spencer as a private person, but be- 
cause the retiring viceroy was a blind, 
unreasonable coennonist, whose policy no 
self-respecting radical could support.

Oapt. Wehher uinl Collector Hiimley 
Tlic Steamer's Freight. 

Tho S. S. Abysinnia, Capt. Lewis, ar- 
rived off the outer harbor shortly bo foi e 
10 o'clock yesterday morning, when she 
was boarded by Mr. Milne, apiir.aiser of 
citsloms, and Ollicer Hunter, lufornia- 
tioii had l>t!en received by cable fioiii 
ilou;;koiig, advising the authorities of tbe 
fact :lial the i:rcw bad a coliaidcrablo 
cjuantity of smugglod goods alxmrd. iMr.

Trustee Milne moved that the letter be 
received and filed, ile regretted that 
Mr. McCulloch had refused as be w.as just 
the man fitted for the po.iition of princi- 
pal of the high school. The trustee was 
inclined to think that tho board had never 
yet appointed a man with such attain- 
ments as Mr. McCuUooh possessed. I'rob- 
ably some inducementa could be ofl'ered 
him yet to come, as ho sccnied inclined to 
come. 

Trustee Heistermaii .'seconded tbe mo- 
tion, aiul aaid that correspondence should 
be kept up with the gentleman as he is 
evidently a man of high attuinnietits. The 
achoola would benefit by hia jnesenee. 

Trustee Milne said that the members 
of the government were beginning to 
see that, tbe clause in the school 
Act, which made il compulsory foi' 
those who hold degrees from recognized 
universities to pass an examination, was 
likely to prove a gacat drawback and he 
hoped it would be repealed.

The 
Rt. Hon. Frederick Arthur Stanley, (J. 
C. r.., yoiingor son of the fourteenth and 
brother of the present Earl of Derby by 
Emma, second daughter of the iirat Lord 
Skolniersdale, was bom in London in 
1841, and received his education at Eton. 
He entered the ( ironadiorduaidH in 1858, 
w.is ap|ioinled lieutenant .and eai)t.aiii in 
liSli'2, and retireii in IKti.'i. lie represent- 
ed I'roatoii ill the llmise of ('ommons in 
the t!oii3ervative interest, from July, 
ISllo, till December, l.HliS, when he was 
elected for North Laucaahire. He waa a 
Lord of the Admiralty from August to 
December 1868, and Financial Secretary 
for War from February 1874 till August 
1877, when ho became Secretary to tho 
Treasury. On .\pril 2nd, 1878, Colonel 
.Stanley was a[ipoiuted Secretary 
of .Stale for War, in siiceossion 
til .Ml. Hardy, now Lord Cranlirook, and 
was sworn of the I'rivy Couneil. Il> 
I he ,iiitumii leeess of that, year he and 
Mr. W. H. Smith, tiie Iirat Lord of tho 
Admiralty, with a numerous suite, visited 
tho island of Cyprus. Ho went out of 
office with his party in April 1880. In 
Lord Salisbury's government he watt Sec 
rotary (jf Stivte for tiie Colonies from 
June, 1885, till February, 1886, and in 
the Caliinet of August, 1886, was appoint- 
ed l^resideut of the Boanl of Trade, and 
rnised In the peerai;e with the title of 
Lord .Stanley of rreston. He married in 
LSI)), Lady CoiKstanee, eldest daughter of 
the t'oiirlh Larl of ( Uaroiuloii.

Every pii.^ilist of any name or prcteu- 
.sion wan tlioru, and l.iierc « (U'o breaks 
gay Willi tiio hookniaker.s and llie entire 
mob of apurl.s who iiad al)andoned in a 
hod) llieir favorite louiii;e3 aL tile Crite- 
rion bur and ulaewliere. There were also 
hansoms witli iiiuii sitling on toji of tiieni, 
and the niaU wagons with thu iiiitial.s of 
her most gmoious majesty were doiiy duty 
as reception platforms in liuuor of the 
great liyhtur among Auierican sovereigns. 
By and by an elect rio bell announced t^he 
train'.s arrival, and then the station lio- 
caine a ru;dl\- dan^'erous place. 'I'lte 
struggle for good p. isitidii.-i was frightful. 

Huudreils of men were jrowded oil on 
the rails. Fights sjnang iij) in every di- 
rection amoiii; the hiliulred.s <if coster- 
moiigor.s who had gathered and who large- 
ly Hupply the tigiitiiig men of lingland. 
'i'lio police clid)bed right and left, getting 
punchtul for ibeir [lains. l{dy.i and men 
climbed pill.iis and lamp [losts in every 
direction. I'idia])|iy lackeys, co.iclniu'n in 
furs, and fooluieii \ cry niagniticent, v. lio 
had come to meet their musters, were 
pitifully worsted in their ellbrts to keep 
liobuuilod houiH from the shining tops of 
their carri iges, and at last, when a gener- 
al riot .'■■■omed on tii" point of breaking 
out, the train came in. 

I'.eloru il hail c.>iiic Lo .a sUiud.still liie 
roofs of till! carriane.s u'cre uroudeil, and 
men were ciini;nig in the windows, which 
added to tlu- general confusion, the 
screaming of women and even of men, 
who tlioiiglil that I lie train was being 
mobbed by riotous iiiieiuployed.

Not a dozen men in the crowd know 
Sullivan by siglit, and he had wisely ro- 
mnined hidden in a, corner of the carria<^'e. 
A bouquet had been hande<l him by an 
ardent admirer at Cruwe. This bouijuet 
was handed, with the rod, white and blue 
ribbons attached, to a huge but miknown 
sporting man who was with the party. 
Jiolding aloft the boU([uet and bowing 
profusely this sporting man Bucceeded in 
getting crushed almost to death and in 
drawing a crowd of 5,000 out ol the st i 
tion, but there wore lu many left who 
rushed in to till their pl.ici's, and nothing 
had been gained. 

Tlieti iNIrs. Sullivan, who iiiust be 
plucky, said .ilie would si c if the crowd 
wouldn't move to let a woman pa.s.s. .She 
struggled out on thu phitform. The men 
nearest her tried to push back, but the 
thousand behind kept crushing forward, 
!ind IMrs. Sullivan was drag'^eil back into 
tiiu car. Not a soul had yet loft the train. 
Wimieii were cryini,'iii all the carriages, 
and the police spurred on by a su]ierior 
otlicer were gcMiiiL; ugly. 

Sullivan linally stuck Ins head from the 
car window and cried to friends on tho 
top of an omnibus near by t o come down 
and lend a hand. Jem Mace, who once 
held the rank of World's champion, was 
one of them. Hu pulled down his silk hat 
and junii)ed calmly on to the heads of tho 
crowd. ■I'otr Wall 'followed, an 1 .mu-ui ;i re- 
lief expedition of a do/.un prize Hgliters 
was working its >vay to tho car. When 
they arrived Sullivan got his wife out, 
and tlie wife of his managur was put in 
the centre of the relief party. W illi Sul- 
livan ut the head the party began to mo\ c. 
HK lIKUlSKi) TItiSIU No.sKS. 

The sight of them, as seen from the lop 
of a hansom, was pretty. With his left 
hand Sullivan .shook hands with every olio 
who seized it, while he poked hi.s right 
blind into the lliiuk mass of faces, bruising 
eyes and noses a yood deal and .scroiiL;ing 
folks with his right Hhouhlei. all the while 
wearing a ainile oi giatilication and saying 
apologetically: "Voii must excuse me, 
gentlemen, but 1 didn't come iiere to 
live in a railway station. " 

.Sullivan and his friends got into the of- 
lice all ri'.;lit and a uiMiid rcceplion went: 

on while 1 lie crowd, i staiitly growing, 

stood oiil ill the pi.iii'ing niiu and chcereil 
and liowloil, ,iiid ar'.iiali^ clapped their 
hands. It was no L;i'aiiil .icuLiiuunt that 
stirred up i he enlliiisiasni. but none wa.s 
over more genuine, .\ftei- half an hour of 
.steady yelling for .Sullivan a )ndice oliicer 
came 14) and called Sullivan's attention to 
tlie fact thai the si icel was hopelessly 
blockcil and that lie wa.^^ slop|)ing tho 
main artery of Irallic of the biggest town 
in the world. Sul!i\an said he W(juld put 
his head out of the window and see if that 
would make tliom ui..ro ciuy. Ho did s", 
and bowed all'ably, jii.st as Lord Salisbury 
or (Jladstone might have done. The crowd 
only howled I he mol l- ,iiid urew thicker, 
and tho police came again to ask if the 
champion would not make a siieech. The 
thought was ajipaliiiL; evidently, but Sul- 
livan was goaded to it. Ho stuck his liead 
out of tho window, blushed, as a thousand 
men can testify, and then made a speech 
with 110 false modesty and no useless 
words about il anil 111 a voice w hich could 
be heard ilowii to Ludgate circus and up 
to the new law courts, lie said, gentle- 
nicn," and waved his hat in response to 
the cheers and yells of "liearl hear!' 
"Gentlemen, I am very thankful to you 
all; and on Wednesday 1 hope you'll all 
come and see the best exhibition you ever 
saw in your lives. I am yours truly, John 
ij. Sullivan."

Mo.isrs. Thornton F'ell :iiid Chas. Wil- 
son appeurod for the prosecution and .Mr. 
Taylor (I'^hcrts I'C' Taylor) for tho prisoner. 

Mr. Fell stated that the charge wa.s 
brought under section 7, chap. of the 
Consolidated statutes. I'lio lett«r waa re- 
ceived by Mr. Gurdener on Nov. Otii, in 
which were uttered threats of murder. 
Anidher letter was subsoi|Uently rceoi\ cd. 
Counsel then request cd that all Cliiiiu 
men be ordered out of the room aa it was 
a well-known fact that Chinese are afraid 
and witnesses would he terrorized. 

Mr. Taylor said ho did not see why such 
a course should be adopted and it would 
be unjust to clear the court. His honor. no 
lioubt, hud that, jjower, oven couiisi'l had 
no right there witiioiil his honor's coii- 
aont. If the iiia^'islrate decided 
that the room must be cleared, he would 
ask that he be allowed to have at least 
one ot two Chinamen who would be able 
to assist him somowhat. Mr. Taylor se- 
lected Lim Lee and Ah Wiiii;, after which

.bdin K. N'rooniaii l iardener, sworn: - 
My stop-father is named VroiMiiaii ; I am { 
employed in the customs house as Chinese 
interpreter; have been in the custom 
house since April; have been emphtyed 
teaching Chinese and also in rescuing girla 
from slavery for the past nine or ten 
months; I have rescued about ado/on girls: 
Home two or three cases were in lho police 
court and a number in the :iiiproiiie coiii l; 
l)ris(iiier was against iiic in nearly o\-ery 
case; nine of these (.,'liiiicse ;,'irlsare ill the 
Home on l''ri'derick stieel and oin; h.'is 
been restored to her hnsbinid ; another iias 
boon given to a private family; on the lOth 
instant found a letter on my desk in the 
customs house; the ]iostiiiark is Nov. Olli;

'I'd Mr. Taylor — J did not see tho pris 
oner write the notice to bo translated, but 
he told 1110 he had composed it; the 
|)risoiierhaa lud yet paid me for the trans- 
lation.. 

!Mr. 'I'ay lor asked for an adjournment 
for a week. 

Mr. Folk object od 1^1 the ground that 
further delay would he of no use, as next 
week would he assi/.e weak. He also ob- 
jected to the prisoner being let out on 
bail, as the c iso was serious. 

Mr. 'I'ayliir did not object to reasoiiablo 
bail, and iirgod that the case was not as 
seriou:i lis it was made out. In fact tho 
ev idence would in no way convict the 
prisoner.

(After this a 
desultory cross-oxainination as to the 
words u.sed ensued, and the deposition 
was signed by witness.)
